($150,000,000)three hundred million dollars ($300,000,000) each fiscal year to pay 6 

compensation for damages arising from the Department's recordation of a transportation corridor 7 

map under Article 2E of Chapter 136 of the General Statutes (Map Act). This limitation does not 8 

apply to the payment of compensation for Map Act damages arising from a Turnpike project. For 9 

purposes of this section, the term "Turnpike project" has the same meaning as in 10 

G.S. 136-89.181."

Department of Transportation may use no more than three hundred million dollars 15 

($300,000,000)five million dollars ($5,000,000) each fiscal year to pay compensation for 16 

damages arising from the Department's recordation of a transportation corridor map under Article 17 

2E of Chapter 136 of the General Statutes (Map Act). This limitation does not apply to the 18 

payment of compensation for Map Act damages arising from a Turnpike project. For purposes 19 

of this section, the term "Turnpike project" has the same meaning as in G.S. 136-89.181." 20 

SECTION 2.(c)  Subsection (a) of this section is effective when it becomes law. 21 

Subsection (b) of this section becomes effective July 1, 2022."; 22
